17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior und/or exterior) 


The Steven Wilcox House has a five-bay facade with a central entry. 
Brick walls are laid up in common. bond with Flemish variation. Win- 
dows have splayed stone lintels (brick on the second floor) and wide 
board surrounds and are fitted with 2-over-2 sash. The entry is 
recessed in a road-arched opening and features a radial-glazed semi- 
circular fanlight with applied cast-lead festoons and floral decor- 
ations and a dentil course above. There is a raised brick belt 
course between stories on front and side elevations; these belt 
courses terminate approximately one foot from the building corners. 
The hip roof has a molded cornice above a course of delicate dentils. 
There is a single central gabled roof dormer with plain pilasters, 
old 8-over-8 sash, and a molded cornice with a partial return.

HWIETORICAL OR ARCHI URAL IMBOR 


The Steven Wilcox House is significant as a fine and unusually well- 
preserved example of an early 19th-century vernacular brick house, 
Like similar brick dwellings in Berlin (e.g. the Jesse Hart House), 
the Wilcox House is rectilinear in plan. Ornamentation is simovle. 

The radial-glazed fanlight with its applied cast-lead decorations 

and the use of dentils suggest a Federal-style influence. The 
unusual belt course is found on several contemporaneous Berlin houses; 
it may have been intended as a reference to the hewn overhangs of 18th 
century timber-frame houses. 


SIGNIFICANCE 


Steven Wilcox, grandson of early settler Daniel Wilcox, built this 
house about 1800. He married a member of the North family and moved 


to Ohio. y
